Returns to Rhodesia 


Smith Scorns New Ideas 
From Britain at Geneva 


GENEVA, Dee. 12 (OPI 
Rhodesian Prime Minister Ian 
Smith returned to Salisbury to- 
day after hearing some new ideas 
from Britain at the Rhodesian 
conference on black majority rule 
and saying he likes them no more 
than earlier British suggestions. 
\ φᾶν, Sath, whe Rad said on 
Friday that he would leave here 
this weekend, pulled out of Ge- 
neva after a meeting with the 
conference chairman, Ivor Rich- 
ard of Britain. Mr. Richard had 
just returned from discuseions in 
London. 


“I heard a few ideas and 1 
like them no more than the 
others I had heard from the 
British,” Mr. Smith said after 
a 45-minute meeting with Mr. 
Richard. 

“At the rate the conference is 
going, the way it is going, it is 
not going to get anywhere. with 
or without me,” Mr. Smith said 
in announcing his return to Rho- 
desia. He left Foreign Minister 
Pieter van der ΒΥ] in charge of 
the white minority government 
delegation here. 

‘Ghastly Thought’ 

Mr. Smith was asked what he 
« thought of the idea of Britain 
running the ermy and police prior 
to black majority rule in Rhodesiz. 

“It's a ghastly thought,” the 
Prime Minister said. ; 

Mr. Smith sald that, although 
the conference would adjourn 
soon, he and Mr. Richard had not 
agreed on any date or place for 
resumption. However, recess is 
necessary to give the black na- 
tionalists “time to get their feet 
back on mother earth and get 
ecmme sanity,” he said. 

Mr, Richard said on his return 
to the conference—after talks in 
London with Forelgn Secretary 
Anthony Crosland and Secretary. 
of State Henry Kissinger—that 
Britain is considering what kind 
of direct role it should play in 
Rhodesia during the transitional 
period ito independence under 
black majority rule. 


Asked if this role would include 
sending troops, he replied: 

“That's an iffy question. It is 
a possibility so far in the ex- 
tremes of implausibility that one 
ehould rule it out.” 

Mr. Richard said he wili see all 
the delegation leaders to fill them 
mm on his discussions with Mr. 
Crosland and Mr" Kissinger. Then 
it will be up to him, as chairman 
of the conference, to call a Chiret- 
mas adjournment, be sald. 

Conference officials believe the 
talks wil recess before the end 
of the week and resume in three 
to five weeks, perhaps in Nairobi, 
although Geneva may well remain 
the conference site. 

My, Richard said Britain will 
take the time to consider the 
views of the black delegations on 
the British role during the transi- 
tional period “and perhaps come 
up with some new ideas,” 

“We are prepared to play a di- 
rect role,” he said, but the “pre- 
cise nature" of this role remains 
to be determined. 

Compromise Plan 

LONDON, Dec. 12 (NYT).— 
Mr. Kissinger and Mr. Crosland 
yesterday cancluded two rounds 
of strategy sessions aimed at 
breaking the deadlock in the 
Geneva talks.

MADRID, Dec. 12—Gunmen yesterday kidnapped Antonio Maria 
de Oriol y Urquijo, the conservative president of the Advisory Council 
of State, taking him from his downtown Madrid office. 

The kidnapping of the 63-year-old industrialist from the Basque 
country appeared to be a deliberate act of provocation before the 
nationwide referendum Wednesday that is cxpected to ratify the 
‘government's program of politica! reform. 

A native of the Basque province of Vizcaya, Mr. de Oriol was 


appointed in 1973 to the presi- 
. dency of the largely ormamenta! 
.Council of State, which advises 
the government and parliament. 
He was appointed to parliament 
by Franco and is also a member 
of the Counci! of the Realm, 
which advises King Juan Carlos. 

An extreme leftist group today 
claimed responsibility for the 
kidmapping and demanded the 
release of 15 political prisoners, 

An anonymous caller, who iden- 
tified himself as a member of 
the “Groups of Anti-Fascist 
Resistance—First of October" 
(GRAPO), telephoned news agen- 
cies to say that the organization 
had kidnapped Mr. de Oriol. 

Nate to Newspaper 

He said Mr. de Oriol was well 
and would be freed if the gov- 
ernment released 15 leftist pris- 
oners. 

The caller said the group's de- 
mand was contained in a note 
received earlier by the newspaper 
El Pais. 

The October First group is 
thought to be # splinter faction 
of a tiny former Communist 
group, and takes its name from 
the killing of four policemen on 
Oct, 1, 1975. 

The police have blamed it for 
a series of bombings on July 18— 
the anniversary of Franco's 
rising in 1936 against the Second 
Republic—but its very existence 
has been a matter of some doubt, 
In October, ἃ rightist newspaper 
reported that the police had “dis- 
mantled” the organization, ar- 
resting 70 of its activists in Ma- 
drid. Barcelona and Galicia. 

Speculation persisted that vhe 
kidnapping could be the work of 
some faction of the badly frag- 
mented Basque separatist or- 
ganization ETA, although spokes- 
men for the group's so-called 
“military” and “political-mili- 
tary” wings in southern France 
denied involvement. 

4 to 6 Gunmen

The doorman and a secretary

Antonio, who emerged from a 
nearby office—were forced to lie 
on the floor as the gunmen fled, 
using an exit that the police body- 
guard could not see. 

A priest who was on his way 
to the office, which houses the 
Oriol Urguijo Foundation, saw 
two “young and strong” men es- 
corting Mr. de Oriol, looking pale 
and ill, to a car that sped away. 

The Madrid radio reported last 
night that the police bodyguard 
entered the office just as the 
gunmen fled. It also said that 
after examining photographs 
provided: by the police, the son 
identified one of the attackers as 
a@ member of the ETA. 


Lisbon Water Service Partly Restored 


Moderate Turnout by Portuguese Voters

LISBON, Dec. 12—A moderate 
turnout was reported today for 
local-government elections, treat- 
ed by Portugal's minority govern- 
ment as a vital vote of con- 
fidence. 

The elections for 45,000 town- 
hall and parish representatives 
is a virtual plebiscite on the 
performance of the five-month- 
old Socialist government of 
Premler Mario Soares. 


‘Weather was generally good 
around the country. 

During the night, water start-

Voting in the capital was ex- 
pected to be reduced by the 
bomb that blew a hole in the 
aqueduct carrying 90 per cent of 
the city's water supply Thursday 
and created ἃ major crisis.

fire risk for the capital Long 
lines of housewives surrounded 
emergency water-supply points 
and fought in supermarkets over 
disappearing supplies of liquids 
and foods that could be cooked 
without water or eaten raw. 

‘The unrest created by the bomb 
‘blast was evident in the lines out- 
side the Lisbon voting stations 
where most conversations center- 
ed on the water crisis, 

The elections—the third major 
bout of voting in eight months— 
could decide whether the Social- 
ists’ one-party minority govern- 
ment will be able to continue 
governing without forming a 
coalition with other parties. 

ΤᾺ the elections, the Socialists 
were primarily fighting for con- 
trol against the centrist Social 
Democrats and the conservative 
Center Democrats in the towns 
and villages north of Lisbon. The 
Communists were their main op- 
ponents in the southern Alentejo 
and Lisbon itself. 

The voters had nine parties— 


four of them to the left of the 
Communists—to choose from, but 
only the big four expected to make 
@ respectable showing: Among 
them they fielded more than 
150,000 candidates to take over the 
local affairs of Portugal’s 10 mil- 
Hon inhabitants. 

Most of the parties, whose 
finances have beep stretched by 
previous elections, ran low-keyed 
campaigns and the public re- 
sponded in the same fashion. 

Political analysts generally feel 
the Soclalists will drop from their 
35-per-cent plurality in April's 
legislative elections but remain 
the country's first party, with a 
sight margin over the Social 
Democrats, while the Communists 
and conservatives should make 
important gains. The radical left- 
ists of the Popular Unity Move- 
ment are badly split and should 
lose voters to the Communists. 
The smeijl monarchist and Chris- 
tan Democratie parties as weel 35 
four revohitionary leftist groups 
are expected to make insignificant 
showings.

‘Evi? by Vatican 


VATICAN CITY, Dec, 12 (UPD.

A Result of Wealth 


U.S., West Europe Diets Said 
To Contain Perils to Health 


By Constance K. D’auVin 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 12 (THT). 
There is evidence that 
the “affluent dtet” of most. Amer- 
icans and West Europeans is 
enough of a factor in the high 
incidence of heart disease and 
certain types of cancer that na-~ 
tonal nutrition programs such 
as those In Norway and Sweden 
should be adopted immediately, a 
new study reports, 

The affluent diet—so named 
because it flourishes only where 
incomes range far ebove subsis- 
tence level, where agricultural 
products are in great abundance— 
1s characterized by the high con- 
sumption of fats and decreasing 
consumption of fibers such as raw 
vegetables and whole, unmilled 
grain foods. 

Latecomers Noted 


Such a diet can overnourish the 
body, causing obesity, and can 
have the same effects as under- 
“reduced life expec- 
taney, Increased susceptibility to 
disease and reduced productivity,” 
according to a report by World- 
watch Institute, a group partially 
funded by the United Nations to 
study global problems.

There 
are strong indications that Japan 
and the Soviet Union, although 
laze starters in the “transition 
away from traditional grain or 
potato-centered diets are quickly 
making up for lost time.” 


Those with on affiuent diet eat 
lots of animal protein in the form 
of fatty red meats and dairy prod- 
ucts; they substitute refined

Such govern- 
mental intervention is necessary 
to encourage dietary changes, the 
Sludy says. 

So far, the only two countries 

to attempt io discourage high 
consumption of components of 
the affluent diet are Sweden and 
Norway. 
The Swedish government has 
undertaken what Erik Eckholm 
and Prank ‘Record, the authors 
of the report, call “a vigorous 
public-education program” to re- 
duce the amount of calories, fats, 
Sugar and alcohol that Swedes 
consume and to increase the 
amount of exercise they get. 

There is & proposal in the 
Norwegian legislature to adopt 2 
uational food policy to promote 
self-sufficiency in food supplies 
and encourage dietary and exer- 
cise habits that would cut the 
mounting national toll of cardio- 
vascular and other diseases, said 
Mr. Eckholm. 

However, due to lack of such 
programs in the United States 
and many European countries, 
the governments in those coun- 
tries have programs which actu- 
ally encourage the affluent diet, 
the report says. The U.S, Con- 
gress bas created an “egg board” 
to advertise eggs, boosting the 
consumption of a substance high 
in cholesterol, which is thought 
to cause arteriosclerosis, The 
European Economic Community's 
Commission has proposed a tax 
which would make margarine as 
expensive as butter, of which 
Western Europe has a surplus, 
thus encouraging more consump- 
tion of a kind of fat that is also 
thought to cause hardening of the

The cases ranged from illegal 
Nixon administration impound- 
ment of sewage treatment funds 
to iNegal tax charges by the In- 
ternal Revenue Service. 

The research group, founded by 
Ralph Nader, considered only 
cases in which n U.S. Court of 
Appeals had ruled that an execu- 
tive branch agency had acted un- 
lawfully.

Chrysler Ordered to Recall 208,000 Cars

WASHINGTON, Dec, 12 (NYT).

Agency ordered the Chrysler 
Corp. Friday to recall 208,000 of 
its 1975-model cars because of 
what the agency said were faulty 
design and maintenance problems 
producing excessive air pollution. 

A spokesman for the agency 
said that the order was “precedent 
setting” because it was the first 
time that automobiles have been 
ordered recalled for design and 
maintenance rather than for 
munaufacturing defects. 

Chrysler promptly issued «a 
statement saying it could mot be 
responsible for the way people 
maintained their cars and inform- 
ed the agency 10 would appeal the 
order. Affected by the agency's 
decision are nearly one-quarter 
of Chrysler's production of 1975 
cars, including Chrysler Cordoba 
and Newport, Flymouth Fury and 
Grand Pury, and Dodge Monaco, 
charger SE and Coronet models. 

Order Is Praised 

Several officials of environ- 
mental groups praised the order 
by the agency and said they would 
support it.

The two major camps in Thai- 
land for the “boat people” now 
contain about 1400 Vietnamese, 
There ere several hundred in 
Malaysia and more are scattered 
from Singapore to Indonesia to 
the Philippines, 

“They are still arriving faster 
than we can keep track of them," 
8 refugee-eid official said. 

Charter Vessel Sought 

Participants in a regional meet- 
ing of the World Conference on 
Religion and Peace, an inter- 
national nonsectarian group, de- 
cided in Singapore recently to 
launch its refugee-rescne program.

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NATO’s Budget Dilemma 


Henry Kissinger’s valedictory address to 
NATO posed the fundamental dilemma that 
will confront the North Atlantic alliance 
during the Carter administration, as {t has 
during most of the last two decades: How 
to maintain strong defenses and to bulld 
less hostile relationships with the Soviet 
Unton. 

“We have the task of security and the 
task of construction of peace,” Kissinger 
said, “and the challenge to Western societies 
is whether they can pursue both policies 
simultaneously or slight one at the expense 
of the other.” 

The Soviet Union in recent years has 
been setting ἃ fast military pace. A huge 
investment in strategle arms since the 
humiliation of the Cuban crisis of 1962 has 
replaced American superiority with effec- 
tive parity. Since the Czech intervention of 
1968 and the China border clashes a few 
months later, eonventional forces have been 
Increased by a million men. 

New generations and added numbers of 
fighter aircraft. airlift planes, tanks, artil- 
lery, guided missiles, personnel carriers, 
trucks, and helicopters have appeared in 
Europe, increasing staying power as well as 
mobility, readiness, and the offensive capa- 
bility for biltzkrieg warfare. At the same 
time. a coastal fleet has been turned into 
a blue-water navy that, together with 
enhanced airlift, now enables Soviet power 
to be projected almost worldwide.

West European military men are par- 
ticularly concerned about impending deploy- 
ment of a new generation of Soviet inter- 
Mediate-range ballistic missiles, the mobile 
SS-X-20, tested with MIRV muitiple war- 
heads. The purpose of the Soviet military 
buildup, which now takes an estimated 11 
to 13 per cent of Russia's gross national 
product, remains obscure. 

NATO analysts discount a Soviet attack 
in Europe. Moscow remains intent upon 
détente and Increased trade and credits to 
bring Western technology to the ald of 8 
lagging economy. The contradiction was 
pointed up by Britain’s Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Crosland, who called for restraint 
in commercial rivalry and Western soft loans 
that help the Soviet Union to divert so much 
of its own resources to defense. 

That will not be easily achieved at a time 
when recession and high unemployment are 
accompanied paradoxically by inflation and 
payments deficits. Nor can Western defense 


budgets easfly keep pace with Russia's real 
increase of 3 per cent annually at a time 
when there is an effort almost everywhere 
to curb inflation by reducing government 
expenditures, It is remarkable enough that 
NATO defense spending overall is not deciin- 
ing significantly,

Andrew Goodpaster, estimated in 1974 that 
the alliance was losing “at least 30 per cent 
and in some areas 50 per cent of our cana- 
bility due to the lack of standardization”

More progress has been made in stan- 
dardization in the last few years than 
previously. The West German-American 
agreement to standardize major elements of 
their new main battle tanks is a substantial 
step forward, But the bulk of the job 
remains to be done. The NATO ministers, 
meeting in Brussels, have again paid lip 
service to standardization. The United 
States will have to take the lead in buying 
arms from Europe 85 well as selling them if 
ilp service is to be translated into reality.

Progress on Terrorism 


Any progress toward effective interna- 
tional action against any aspect of terrorism, 
however it be called, deserves commendation. 
The unusual coming together of Western 
nations. the Third World, and the Soviet 
bloc behind a United Nations proposal for 
an international treaty against the taking 
of hostages Is a cause for celebration, The 
adoption by consensus in the General As- 
Sembly's Legal Committee of the resolution 
advanced by West Germany and 37 other 
nations assures passage by the Assembly 
itseit. 

In order to achieve this rare UN unanimity, 
the sponsors agreed to delete a provision 
specifying that the treaty should require the 
prohibition and condemnation of the taking 
of hostages and the prosecution, punishment, 
and extradition, where necessary, of the 
Rerpetrators. In return, Libya dropped tts 
demand that the treaty apply only to 
“Innocent” hostages—a provision the United 
States and others believed would be used 
to exclude Jews and white South Africans 
from protection, 

Even with the softening of the instructions 
fo the 35-nation commission that will be 
established to draft the treaty, the unan- 
imous resolution represented a step forward, 


buttressing the opinion on Friday by Secre- 
tary-General Kurt Waldheim that there fs 
now “much more readiness’ for United 
Nations action against terrorism. If this 
will to cooperate endures, the commission 
may be ready to submit a draft treaty to 
the 32d General Assembly next year. 

Most of the credit for bypassing obstacles 
raised particularly by the Arab states to 
block previous UN initiatives against ter- 
rorism belongs to the West German govern- 
ment that was admitted to the UN only 
three years ago. Bonn diplomats worked 
assiduously-to persuade the Arabs that the 
carefully drafted resolution against the 
taking of hostages was not motivated by 
partisanship in the Mideast quarrel, They 
also lobbied effectively for the essential sup- 
port of the Soviet Union and all the develop- 
ing nations. 

The hard work will really begin when the 
commission assembles next summer. But the 
unusual unity displayed at the UN on Friday 
augurs weil for what would be the first UN- 
sponsored, globally applicable measure 
against terrorism, a malady from which not 
one of the 145 UN members is immune.

Ford Administration

The policy previously had been 
that persons convicted of the 
federal offense of simple posses~ 
son of marijuana should no long- 
er be jailed—but that the federal 
government should not attempt 
to influence state and local au- 
thorities who enforce most marl- 
juana possession statutes. 


Now the federal government is 
questioning whether criminal pen- 
aldies for marijuana possession 
are too costly a form οἱ enforce- 
ment.

U.S. Commodities 


CHICAGO, Dec. 12 (AP).—Grain futures posted modest gains on 
the nation’s major commodity ‘futures marts last week, but livestock 
futures were generally weak. 

Prices in the grain pits rose during two of the week's sessions, 
but closed lower on three days. The big factors in the rise of prices 
was bitter cold and snow over portions of the country where farmers 
were prevented from moving grain into commercial channels.

A Soviet movie on the subject of Elizabeta Uvarova, her 
trials and tribulations, sounds as if.it would be a terrible ae 
bore. But 5 new film about just that, called “Proshu Slovo” 
(“T Am Asking for a Word,” which is what Russians say at 
meetings when they want the floor), is fascinating, certainly 
one of the best Soviet movies of recent years. 4 

To an outsider, the interest of the film is fits notable 
candor on such sensitive subjects as censorship, Stalin-era 
betrayals of one comrade by another, the. materialism of 
young people and the shallowness of officialdom. Soviet 
Society is shown in a way foreigners rarely see it—not from 
the perspective of alienated dissenters or official propagandists, 
but how, for better or worse, it looks to ordinary people. 

That the movie is successful—indeed, Russians say, the 
fact that it was released at all—is a tribute to the work of a 
clearly remarkable couple: Gleb Panfilov, who wrote the sereen- 
Play as well as directed, and his wife, Ina Churikina, who plays 
the leading role. 

The talent they demonstrated in two earlier films together 
must have given this effort additional cachet with the author- 
ities. The interpretations in “Proshu Slovo" of character and 
theme were apparently subtle enough and the messages suf- 
ficiently complex for the film to be officially acceptable although 
it is so revealing—even damning in some eyes. 

In one sense “Proshu Slovo” is about the dignity of a 
simple working woman, tapped for a difficult administrative -
